We mutt never {pffer 
ourfelves to be amufed by plaufib!e Arguments for {mall 
Alterations, becaufe we know not what Confequences 
they may have, or how f:r it may be in our Power to 
prevent them from leading us into greater. We cannot 
but be fenfible that it is much eafier to preferve the Con- 
ftitution than to reftore it, and therefore we muft be 
refolute in the firft Inftance, if we mean to pref€tve to 
ourfelves, and tranfmit to our Pofterity, that excellent 
Syftem of Government derived to us from our Ance- 
ftors ; by maintaining which they were, in the Poilef- 
fion whereof we are, and by the Receipt of which our 
Children may be happy. 

The Malecontents of the laft Century were under 
great Difhculties, with refpeét to Precedents; and the 
only way they had to get over them was, to pafs the 
Diétates of their Paffions, on the grofs of the People, 
for the Refults of right Reafon, whereby they not only 
paved the Way to many mifchievous Enterprizes, which 
themfelves afterwards executed, but alfo left very bad 
Examples to future times, which have had but :oo fatal 
Confequences. Modern Faétions find themfelves much 
at Eafe in this Point; and whenever they are bent on 
new Difturbances, revive the fame Prattices, and call 
them Precedents. A very pernicious Method of Argu- 
ing this, and yet it muft be allowed that there is fome- 
thing in it pleafing and plaufible. It takes off from the 
Charge of Novelty, and gives to the moft extravagant 
Attempts an Air of Authority. But ftill this is only in 
the Eyes of the vulgar ; for fuch as have a hearty Con- 
cern for Truth, and are content to give themfelves the 
Trouble of enquiring, never fail ftripping off thefe Dif- 
guifes, and of feeing thefe iniquitous Proceedings in their 
proper Light. . 

In the Craft/man of April 25, 1741. it is afferted, 
rhat common Fame, anda fuppofed Notoriety of Facts, 
are fuflicient Grounds for a parliamentary Profecution ; 
and the Authorities of Sir Thomas Wentworth, and Mr. 
Attorney General Noy, are cited to fupport this Pofition. 
But if we fhould admit that they were really in thele 
Sentiments, yet I doubt whether their Authorities ought 
to weigh much with us, ornot. We know very well, 
that Sir Thomas Wentworth thought, that when things 
were come to Extremity, the King might invade Scos- 
land from Ireland, with an Army which he had there 
ready. But this was thought bad Doétrine, and no Pu- 
nifhment was held too great for his Miftake. Attorney 
General Noy was the Projector of Ship-money, and yet [ 
believe our Patriots would be loth to fubfcribe to his 
Opinion in this Point. If therefore in Matters of the 
greateft Weight, and wherein they decided after mature 
Deliberation, Sir Thomas Wentworth, and Attorney Ge- 
neral Noy, are allowed to have erred, Why fhould fome 
hafty Speeches of theirs, which vifibly betrayed fome 
Prejudice, fanétify a Doétrine neither reconcileable to 
Reafon, nor the Conftitution ? 

Does not every body know, that in private Life, no- 
thing is eafier than to mufler up a Multitude of malici- 
ous Stories, even of the beft and wifeft Men? Might it 
not be a Task performed with no great Difficulty, to 
digeft thefe into Queries, and fo to catechizea Man 
out of his Reputation? But did ever any body, unfway- 
ed by Intereft or Paffion, think fuch a see right? 
The Law in giving an Attion for Slander, thews its 
Difapprobation of this ftrange Doétrine ; for it does 
not oblige the Plaintiff to prove himfelf innocent, but 
puts it upon the Defendant to jultify if he is able. And 
if the Law is fo tender in refpect to private Men’s Cha- 
racters, it is much more fo of Men’s publick Characters, 
and with good Reafon. Slander on a private Mian af- 
feéts only himfelf, his Family, and ts; but 
calumniating a Man in a high Station, affects the Society, 
and troubles the Commonweal, and therefore is made 
penal, by Statute, without any Provifo, that the great 
Man who brings fuch an Aétion fhould difprove the 
Slander; which as it would be always unreafonable, 
fo in many Cafes alfo it would be impracticable. 

If, as the Craft/man’s Correfpondent fuggelts, the 
throwing together a certain Number of popular Obje- 
ftions is fufficient to frown an Impeachment, without 
any Proofs at all ; and if it fhould be held legal to bring 
any Minifter om fuch a Charge to the Bar, and there 
inftead of arraigning him in ‘the ofual Form, put the 
Craft/man's Queftion in his own Words, Do you prove 
yourfelf innocent? I fay, if this fhould once be admut- 
ted, as a Proceeding confiftent with our Conititution, it

N the 23d the Queen went abroad for the Girt 

Time fince her Lying-in. Publick Rejoicings 
and Illuminations were continued that Day and the 
next. There was no Proof of Duty and AffeCion for 
her. Majefty omitted by the People. Some of the prin- 
cipal Nobility were at a very great Expence in Ijumi- 
nations. What was the molt remarkable, was that in 
fuch crowded Streets, where Numbers of Turks and 
Pruffian Deferters were ftraggling ard gazing with the 
common People, the Queen, accompanied with the 
two Archdutchefles, went in an open Landau with two 
Horfes, and only two common Servants, through the 
whole Town at Night; the Great Duke was on Horfe- 
back, with a Party of Courtiers, and Prince Char'és on 
Foot. On the zoth Inflante M. de Maupertuis, the 
famous French Mathematician, arrived here, after hav- 
ing fallen into the Hands of the Huflars in Silefia on the 
roth, and been carried Prifoner by them to Troppau 3 
from whence he made himfelf known by Letter to the 
Field Marfhal Count Nieperg, who fent him a Paft- 
port, and 200 Florins to enable him to reach Vienne. 
He alighted at Count Harrach’s, the Prefident at War, 
where he learned that Prince Leichtenftein was here, 
and immediately repaired to the Houle of the latter, 
who, from an old Acquaintance with him in France, 
received him in the kindeft Manner. The Account he 
gives of his being made a Prifoner, is, that having feén 
ata little Diflance from a neighbouring Height one of 
the Wings of the Pruffian Army broke on the firlt At- 
tack, he gave all for loft, and therefore tried to make 
the beit of his way back to Breflau, upon a Peafant’s 
Horfe without Stirrups; and in that Equipage he had 
been picked up by the Auftrian Huffars. We have an 
Account, that the Pruffians have made an Attempt ta 
furprize Brieg, as they did Glogow, but M. de Picolo- 
meni having had previous Advice, repalfed the 2000 
Men who were fent for that Purpofe, and who fince 
retired to the main Army at and behind Olaw; where 
it is faid a great Number of Fafcines, and other Prepa- 
rations, are making for a Siege in Form.

LONDON, May 4. 

The Spanifh Court having received Advice from their 
Ambaflacor at Paris, that the French Squadrons were 
expected home every Day from America, have fent a 
Ship thither with fecret Inftruétions to their Admirals 
and Governors in thofe Parts. 

They write from Vienna, that the Siege of Brieg is 
ftill carried on by the Pruffians, but that the new Rein- 
forcements for the Army in Silefia are countermanded ; 
and there are many cther Circumftances which make it 
probable that an Accommodation between that Court 
and Berlin, is on the point of being fett'ed under the 
Mediation of the Maritime Powers, the Englifh and 
Dutch Minifters being fet out from Berlin for Silefia. 

‘Tis the Opinion at Frankfort, that the Dyet for 
chufing an Emperor, will not afiemble before October 
ncxt. 

The Marquis d’Antin, who dy’d lately at Breft, was 
but in the 32d Year of his Age. His Name was An- 
thony Francis de Pardrillan, being the fecond Son of 
Lewis Anthony firft Duke d’Antin, Peer of France, 
Minifler of State, Lieutenant General of the King’s 
Army, and of Upper and Lower Alface. When the 
Court heard of his Illnefs at Breft, M. Morand was 
fent away Poft, by the King’s Order, to take care of 
him, but he ftopp’d on the Road, being met by an Ex- 
prefs, who was going to Court with the News of his 
Death. ‘The King has given the Government of Alface 
to his Son the Marquis de Gondrin. 

A great Eimbafly is arrived at Conftantinople from 
Kouli Kan. 

They write from Berlin, that when the French Aftro- 
nomer M. de Maupertuis, fell into the Hands of the 
Aultrian Huflars, they took away his Papers, Money, 
Watch and Snuff-box, ftripped off his Cloaths, and 
were going to drefs him in one of their forry Habits, 
till with much ado he convinced them that he was nei- 
ther an Officer, nor fo much as a Subject of Pruffia ; 
when they began to be a little merciful to him, efpeci- 
ally upon his faying, that he had the Honour to be 
known to the Prince de Leichtenftein when he was Am- 
baffador at Pariss and then they fent him to Vienna, 
where he has a Lodging in that Prince’s Palace, and 
has been introduced to the Queen of Hungary, and the 
Great Duke of Tufcany.
